Hotel  Market  Profile  for  U.S.  Exporters 


A  separate  system  exists  in  Egypt,  which  allows  for  the  importation  of  a  number  of 
high  quality  or  "luxury"  foods  needed  by  the  "international  class"  (five  star) 
hotels,  which  the  government  would  otherwise  prohibit  as  an  unnecessary  drain  of 
scarce  foreign  exchange. 

The  system  described  is  in  a  state  of  flux,  but  two  basic  tenants  remain:  (1)  imports 
should  be  limited  to  items  unavailable  from  the  local  market  and  (2)  items  so 
imported  must  be  consumed  in  the  hotels  rather  than  the  local  market.  This  is 
accomplished  via  a  complex  licensing  procedure  whereby  import  requests  must  be 
approved  by  a  committee  within  the  Ministry  of  Tourism  and  another  headed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Economy.  Upon  arrival,  all  imported  food,  including  that  for  hotels,  is 
also  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  may  not  be  used  until 
certified  as  fit  for  consumption. 

A  new  entity  has  recently  been  established  to  supply  hotels  with  their  import 
requirement.  The  Tourism  Requirements  Co.,  a  government  under  the  Ministry  of 
Tourism,  plans  to  soon  be  supplying  20%  of  the  government  owned  hotels  total  import 
requirements,  according  to  the  Chairman,  Mostafa  Zada.  It  will  eventually  extend 
it's  procurement  services  to  the  privately  owned  hotels.  Mr.  Zada  has  expressed 
strong  interest  in  U.S.  products  and  wishes  to  hear  from  U.S.  suppliers  of  hotel 
catering  items.  He  is  especially  interested  in  beef.  Other  products  of  interest  are 
cheese,  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  and  condiments.  This  is  a  unique  opportunity 
for  U.S.  exporters  of  value-added  products  to  enter  into  the  difficult  Egyptian 
market.
